2. Claims 1 2-1 3 and 24-31 are allowable over the prior art of record.

Reason of Allowance 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the closest 
prior art of record is Golden (US 5,351 ,359). 

Golden teaches a method of cleaning ropes, lines or similar items comprising the 
steps of attaching around the ropes, lines or similar items, a cleaning appliance 
including a tool for cleaning the ropes, lines or similar items and a hydrodynamic drag 
structure; and creating a drag with said hydrodynamic drag structure as the ropes, lines 
or similar items move along its longitudinal axis. Golden does not anticipate or suggest 
fairly a method for cleaning a towed seismic streamer comprising the steps of towing 
the seismic streamer and using the drag created with the hydrodynamic drag structure 
to move the cleaning appliance along the seismic streamer, in combination with the 
other steps as instantly required. 

No other prior art that anticipates or suggest fairly the instant claims has been 
located as of the date of this office action. Therefore, claims 12-13 and 24-31 are 
allowed over the prior art of record.
